standing still as if bereft of life in con- 
se<juonco of the Dominion-repodiating 
its first railway agreement with this 
Province and shirking the carrying out 
of the seconct''f\greom'ent (known a.n tho 
Carnarvon terms) ever siiic^; it was 
made in 187 1. \N'hilst for nearly ten 
years staguatiun has contiinieil in 
British Colmsriiia tlie 'great' American 
Republic just .sou'tli of us' has increased 
in wealth and po[)ulatiou with a rajiid- 
it.v without a ]iarallel in this world's 
history. The United States census just 
taken informs us of the wonderful 
growth of the whole Union. Taking 
our liearest lieighboui-s as illus.trations 
we find that t)rogon has almost' doubled 
it.s ])opulation in ton years and Wash- 
ington" Territory, not one-fourth the 
size of British Columbia, without gohl 
mines or fisheries, witii poorer coal 
lields, ami agricultural resources far 
le.s.s extensive than • those, of this 
i^oviiice, has increased over" ' ioO per 
cent, within the same period. ■ When 
we look for the cause of this 
marvellous devplojiempiit wr: tiiul 
it in the employment of dm great 
motive agent for opening up a 
now country, nmking reiji.Oitq lands ac- 
ce.'<siblc, settling ' tli'om ■ with ' immi; 
grants from all parts of tlic world and 
enabling produce to be grown profit- 
ably by affording cheap transit to thi! 
seaboard. TJio railway has done it. all. 
Tho iron horse has been the great ma- 
gician to transform "a .groat lone land'' 
into the dwelling place of luillioiia 
of people surrounded with fertile fields 
niul frtiitful flocks and herd.s. 

Thirty years ago the Cnitod States 
lia<l but 8589 miles of railways, Now 
she has over 88,000 miles, an iiici'tmse 
of about 80,000 miles in less than 
tho lifetime of one generation. This 
is equal to tlie qonstructton of a .6ana- 
diau Pacific' Hallway from Lake Su- 
perior to the senber..'d of tho Pacific 
every nine months during tho last 30 
years. When it is remembered that 
the Dominion bound itself to give 
British Columbia railway cou.struetion 
from ''oceon to ocean" by 1881 and 
now here at the close of 1880 not a 
.single . Canadian Pacific locomotive, 
not.;', a' >• single car nor as much 
railway has been built by tiio 
Dominion in this Province as is used 
by tho Nanaimo collieries, who can 
help thinking that .' C'oiifederat^n so 
far is an imposition and that Rntish 
Columbia has made a most unfortunate 
alliance with tho wrong people. SVe 
were led to believe that the Dominion 
would go ahead like an express train, 
whereas we find after ten years of 
cruel experience that in more ways 
than one it resembles a hearse. 

On this side of tho Kooky Moun- 
tains so far back as 1873 the Domin- 
ion had tho choice of two routes, either 
of which run through a better country, 
had easier passes through the moun- 
tains and was cheaper to construct than 
the Central Pacifip or the Northern 
Pacific railway. Yot seven years were 
wasted iii ftiTtheir surveys, with the 
dishonorable intention of getting time 
to hit upon some manceuvro or another 
to escape from railway construction in 
this jjrovince. What the surveys prov- 
ed was that about half a dozen rail- 
ways $oaUl-i)e' built by difTerent routes 
at a cosi not "exceeding on any of them 
mile for mile the cost of the intercol- 
onial railway in the Eastern provinces. 

Whilst the Dominion year after year 
pretended it was imprudent to keep 
faith with .British Columbia by coin- 
mencing'Construction in this province 
until futftlier surveys Voire made^ rail- 
way contracts were let one after an- 
other between Lake Superior and ]Man- 
itoha without any surveys at all ! I 
This is no wild statement for the proofs 
exist in tho evidence gi.ven before par- 
liamentary committees at Ottawa. As 
Mr. Plumb very truly said in the 
House of Commons last session, " It 
was in evidence that the contracts were 
let without the most elementary know- 
ledge of the lino ; that they were let 
upon bills of work containing spceitie 
quantities which were merely guess 
work,. not ascertained by actual survey 
but matle^'Uj^ip'^Qjtawa j that>jpo sur- 
vey whVteveir jiatrbVen mad^, fiot oven 
a trial line on section 1 4 ; that section 
13 had been let when the engineers did, 
not even know wdiere the line was to 
run ; that the survey of section lo was 
ft line run hy eye and compass only, by 
Mr. Carre, who . says that no mortal 
man upon th'fi'data he had.'fehus obtain- 
ed, the only data that, the qxmntities 
were based upon, could have given any 
idea of tho cost." 

Pavoritism and jobbery controlled 
the letting of the coirtriu^.ts, >yliiqh were 
sbaiinssfrom: begiiuiihg tQ^fehd. '{For in- 
stance,' contract 14 was for four hun- 
dred ■ and two thousand dollars ; the 
, sum paid was seven hundred and twen- 
ty-two thousand dollars. ' Tho pay- 
ments on contract 25 v,-erc nearly three 
hundred and fifty thousand dollar.s in 
excess of tho contract price. Contract 
15 ''was for $1,59-1,000, and the esti- 
mated cost up to january, 1879, was 
§2,525,000. Cdntractbrtf frichdly to 
Mackenzie were paid for quantities 
enormously in excess of the quantities 
in tho contracts. In contract 2r>, for 
instance, the contractor was paid .3.'5 
cents per yard for an excess of nine 
hundred and fifty ^thousand yards. "In 
contract 15,'^M^I' Plumlj'stfi^ed'iri his 
speech in parliament, "the earth ex- 
cavation was increased from eighty 
thousand yards at 37 cents a yard to 
one million six liundred and fifty-seven 
thousand yards, and it is said that 
.ithWejwUl' be a f ur,thprr-ii^^^ of one 
million tlirce liunclred tboosand yards !" 



With such wild waste and reckless 
expenditure in the Eastern provinces no 
wonder the debt of the Dominion has 
grown enormously;— some fifty or sixty 
millions of dollars— and that British 
Columbia is called upon to pay a most 
oppressive tarifl' to assist in paying tin; 
interest of it. Bearing in mind the 
shameful treatment this jirovince has 
received, the absence of all eflbrU to 
carry out the Carnarvon terms, the 
nninner in which" the Dominion debt 
has been increased and tho heavy bur- 
den of taxation imposed upon Britioh 
Columbia, honest people uro force<l to 
to the conclusion that continued con- 
nection with the Dominion of Canada 
is a hnniiliatibiuaiuVan iiiuiiT to, Brit- 
ish Obi umtiia.^ "i O/Hi V 

Even Canadians, "native and to the 
manor born " are ashamed of it and arc 
leaving it in increased 'iiumborH for the 
Ciiited States. The number entering 
the ITnited States for the year ending 
30th June, 1880, wa8i)9,7bG, a larger 
number than from Ireland, England, 
Cxermany or any other European coun- 
try. Sueli a stiu'tling fact speaks louder 
than words and makes thoughtful peo- 
ple doubt the stability of the Dominion 
unless a radical clmnse is mndo, obli- 
.gations recognized and a vigoro.i)s|Tnil- 
way policy .s])eedily inaugura'teu.''

Several pei-sons wholiavo hail Qccasion to 
be out-of-doors at liiglit recently report 
that tlioy encountered a man of striking 
and niyatorious nieiif. — his tiguro tall, his 
head bowed upon liis breast, silently 
stalking along the dark and silent streets 
of the - suburb?.';: During^.iJie severest 
weather, when the tliermometer scored 
22 degrees of frost and the snow covered 
the land in heaps and drifts, this maii was 
met long after midnight laboring through 
the drifts.

The heavy rains experienced dur- 
ing the past few days on tliu- island ex- 
tended to the lower mainland, broke Jack 
Frost's grip on the creeks and rivers and 
caused 'a sudden xise in alljihe streams. 
Among ' the rivers affected by the freshet 
was the Coquitlam, a tributary that en- 
ters Fraser river a few niiica above NVest- 
minster'town. In the Coquitlam tlio gov- 
orniiient dredger, and the stornwhoel 
steamers Reliance, Roy.al City and Wni. 
Irving wont into winter quarters a couple 
of weeks agoV and the rapid rise on Tues- 
day caused thla''dredKer to part from her 
moorings and sweep down upon one of the 
sternwheel boats, tearing her from her 
fastenings. The dredger and the sterii- 
wheolor then bore down upon the roiuain- 
iiig two boats, broke their cables and tlio 
fleet swept _ out into the main river 
amidst th6 icd[-0oes< The tide was running 
in at the time and the boats were proceeding 
up stream at the rate of four miles an 
liour when last seen. Tlio stoamers Gem 
and Princess Louiso (tena.s) witii a crew 
of men proceeded to the rescue from Now 
Westminster on Tuesday night. It was 
reported tliat the wlieola of all the steam- 
ers hai^;b'een diimagod somewhat; but as 
the ice "was rapidly disappearing at latest 
accounts no serious injury to the iiiiUs was 
feared.

Another report says that tl:o dredger 
did not move from lier moorings and that 
it was the Irving wliich caused the other 
boat to move, included in the fleet tliat 
went out into the Fraser worotho govern- 
ment tngGeorgio and two mud scows and 
report assorts the tug was ovorwholinned 
by the tlood and sunk in deep water. The 
watchman of tlie Irving brouglit tlie news 
of the disaster to Westminster. Ho liud 
to swim for his life and barely escaped.

As his Lordship was leaving the bench 
Jerry Woods, pointing toScottio, excited- 
ly screamed — "Judge Crease, I charge 
tliat man with the murder of Poole's 
daughter!" — whereupon Mr. Davie, coun- 
sel for Scotfcie, said, "Jerry Woods, an- 
'other word out of your head and I shall 
have you committed for contempt- of 
Court." 

After leaving tlie Court-room, Jerry 
Woods continued to indulge in the most 
violent language against the jury, sniasii- 
ing his cane on the sidewalk in his plircn- 
sy; but was finally suppressed by an in- 
timation that he wobld be locked up. 

Tlius closed one of the most remarkable 
trials on record, and thus Jerry Woods 
supplied a iittiiig finale to the part lio 
acted in it.
